on a subscriber-specific athleticism performance evaluation quantitative result for 
each of the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers, wherein 
determining the athleticism performance evaluation achieved score comprises 
comparing the subscriber- specific athleticism performance evaluation quantitative 
result with a baseline athleticism performance evaluation score;

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein the baseline 
athleticism performance evaluation score is an athleticism performance evaluation achieved 
score of a selected population of the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers. 

119. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 118, wherein the selected population of 
the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers comprises subscribers associated 
with a designated gender. 

120. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 119, wherein the selected population of 
the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers comprises subscribers associated 
with a designated age group. 

121. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein facilitating 
preparation of the subscriber performance report is initiated in response to receiving a request for 
preparing the subscriber performance report. 

122. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, wherein receiving the subscriber 
performance data further comprises receiving at least a portion of the subscriber performance 
data from a plurality of affiliated data management systems. 

123. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, wherein receiving the subscriber 
performance data further comprises receiving at least a portion of the subscriber performance 
data from an O-course data management system. 

124. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, wherein receiving the subscriber 
performance data further comprises receiving at least a portion of the subscriber performance 
data from a plurality of trainer- accessible computer systems. 
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125. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, further comprising the 
step of determining a ranking of a present athleticism performance evaluation achieved score 
relative to a population of the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers. 

126. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, further comprising the 
step of preparing a training set performance evaluation component comparison between a present 
training set performance evaluation and a reference training set performance evaluation. 

127. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, further comprising the step of 
determining a ranking of a present training set performance evaluation achieved score relative to 
a population of the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers. 

128. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, further comprising the step of 
determining an attained standardized athleticism level for the specified athleticism development 
program subscriber. 

129. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 128, further comprising the step of 
storing the attained standardized athleticism level for the specified athleticism development 
program subscriber in an athleticism level standards table in the database. 

130. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 113, further comprising the step of 
determining an attained standardized athleticism level for at least a portion of the athleticism 
development program subscribers. 

131. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 130, further comprising the step of 
storing the attained standardized athleticism level for at least a portion of the athleticism 
development program subscribers in an athleticism level standards table in the database. 
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132. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, further comprising the 
step of maintaining a plurality of athleticism level standards tables in the database. 

133. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 132, wherein maintaining the 
plurality of athleticism level standards tables comprises populating each one of the plurality of 
athleticism level standards tables with the subscriber performance data wherein each one of the 
athleticism level standards tables is derived exclusively from a corresponding portion of the 
subscriber performance data. 

134. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 132, wherein maintaining 
each of the plurality of athleticism level standards tables comprises determining a minimum 
entry score for a plurality of standardized athleticism levels. 

135. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 134, wherein determining the minimum 
entry score comprises converting a reference time to the minimum entry score. 

136. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 135, wherein converting the reference 
time to the minimum entry score comprises applying a scoring factor to the reference time. 

137. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 135, wherein determining the minimum 
entry score comprises converting a reference number of repetitions to the minimum entry score. 

138. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 137, wherein converting the 
reference number of repetitions to the minimum entry score comprises applying a scoring factor 
to the reference number of repetitions. 
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139. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 134, wherein determining the minimum 
entry score comprises converting a reference physiological parameter to the minimum entry 
score. 

140. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 138, wherein converting the reference 
physiological parameter comprises applying a scoring factor to the reference physiological 
parameter. 

141 . (Previously Presented) A data processor program product, comprising: 
a data processor program processable by a data processor; 

an apparatus from which the data processor program is accessible by the

comparing the subscriber- specific athleticism performance evaluation quantitative 
result with a baseline athleticism performance evaluation score; 

determining a training set performance evaluation component achieved 
score based on a corresponding subscriber-specific training set performance 
evaluation component quantitative result for each of the plurality of athleticism 
development program subscribers, wherein determining the training set 
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performance evaluation component achieved score comprises converting the 
subscriber-specific training set performance evaluation component quantitative 
result to a corresponding training set performance evaluation component achieved 
score; and 

facilitating preparation of a subscriber performance report for a specified 
one of the plurality of athleticism development program subscribers. 
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
